Rescission of National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System Permit (NPDES)
for

COLLINS & AIKMAN PRODUCTS COMPANY, INC.
FORMER WICKES FOREST INDUSTRIES SITE
GROUNDWATER REMEDIATION SYSTEM
SOLANO COUNTY

On 4 June 2004, the Regional Water Quality Control Board, Central Valley Region
(Central Valley Water Board) adopted Order No. R5-2004-0066 (NPDES No. CA0081531)
prescribing waste discharge requirements for the Collins & Aikman Products Company,
Inc. to discharge treated groundwater from the former Wickes Forest Industries Site
Groundwater Remediation System (Facility) to a drainage canal that is tributary to Ulatis

~ Creek, a water of the United States. The Facility ceased all discharges to surface water in
July 2005 and the Collins & Aikman Products Company, Inc. has since filed for
bankruptcy, abandoning the groundwater remediation system. The California Department
of Toxic Substances Control (DTSC) has assumed responsibility of the site. After an
evaluation of the Facility, DTSC has determined that the existing treatment system is not
adequate and would need to be completely reconstructed in order to consistently meet the
requirements of the NPDES permit. DTSC is investigating other discharge alternatives
and does not intend to discharge to surface water in the foreseeable future. For this
reason, DTSC has requested that the NPDES permit be rescinded. The Central Valley
Water Board will consider rescinding the NPDES permit.

rebut the evidence against him or her. All other persons wishing to testify or provide
comments are interested persons and not designated parties. Such interested persons
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may request status as a designated party for purposes of this hearing by submitting such
request in writing to the Central Valley Water Board no later than 22 May 2009. The
request must explain the basis for status as a designated party and, in particular, how the
person is directly affected by the discharge.

Persons wishing to comment on this hearing item must submit testimony, evidence,
and/or comments in writing to the Central Valley Water Board no later than 5:00 p.m.
on 22 May 2009, Written evidence or comments submitted after 5:00 p.m. on

22 May 2009 will not be accepted and will not be incorporated into the administrative
record if doing so would prejudice any party. All designated parties and interested
persons may speak at the Central Valley Water Board meeting, and are expected to
orally summarize their written submittals. Oral testimony and cross examlnatlon will
be limited in time by the Board Chair
